I believe, in some form o r other, by eve­ 
ry S tate constitution; and if Congress, 
in the act of admission, should think 
proper to recognize them, I can per­ 
ceive no objection to such a course. 
This has been done em phatically in the 
constitution of K an su . 
I t declares in 
tbe bill o f rigfau th a t “ all political 
power la iuhereot in the people; and 


benefit; and, therefore, they hnvo a t : 
all times an inalienable and indrfeasibio 1 
rig h t to alter, rpfurip or abolish íheir 1 
fijrra of governm ent in such m anner as I 
they muy think proper.”

against the people and the property of 
nearly half tne members of the confed-! 
oracy. 
Slavery can, therefore, never! 
bo prohibited in K ansas except by j 
means of a constitutional provision,, 
and in no other m anner can this be ob-! 
taincd so prom ptly, if a m ajority of the ¡ 
people^desire it, as by adm itting it in­ 
to tho y m ° n under ils present consti-; 
tution.

On tho other band, should Congress 1 
reject the co'nstitutioii, /under the ideal 
of affording tho disaffected in K ansas a 
third opportunity of prohibiting slavery 1 
in the S tate, whioh they m ight h av e 1 
done twioo before if in the m ajority, no 1 
man can foretell tho conséquccces.

If Congress, for tho sake of those men 
who refused to vote tb r delegates to tho 1 
convention when they m ight havo e x -! 
eluded slavery from the constitution,, 
and whp afterw ards refused to vote on [ 
tlio 21st December last, when they 1 
m ight, as they claim, have stricken 
slavery |froiti the constitution, should 
now reject the State becauso slavery ! 
rem ains in the constitution, it is mnni-! 
fest th a t the agitation npon this dan- ¡ 
gerous subject will be renewed in a rfiore i 
alarm ing lorra lhan it has ever y et h s-' 
sumcd.

Every patriot in the country 1 bad in-' 
dulged the hope th a t tlio K ansas and 1 
N’ebrnska act would put a final end to 
the slavery agitation, a t least in C on-1 
gross, which hud for more than twelve 
years convulsed the country and endnn- 
gcred tbe Union. 
This act involved 
great and fundam ental principles, and 
if fairly carried into effect will settle 
tbe question. 
Should the agitation be 
again revived, could the people of the 
sister Stntes' bo again estranged from 
each o th er with more than their foi mer
